On FebruaiT- J?3» 1951, the Bureau was advised in a 
letter to the Director, subject APPLICANT CASES, CIA AGMCI 
CHECKS, that the Central liitelligence Agency was then reqtiiring - 
approximately twentyfour days between the submission of flimsies 
to' that agency and their return to the FBI. !Hie reasons for 
this delay included lack of personnel, expansion of ‘ CIA and 
increased work load, imposed by the FBI and other agencies. The 
following information applies to all case's generally requiring 
CIA checks. 

The situation between February 23, 1951, and April 25, 
1951, deteriorated until, as of the latter date, the intei^al 
between submission and retxim of flimsies had lengthened to 45 
days except for those eases where the ^Deadline l&ist be Met”, 
White House Inqxiiries, Bureau Applicants and the extremely urgent 
cases which were especially handled in a period of approximately 
fovur days. However, the Bureau*s attention is. directed to the 
fact that the nmber of such cases had to be kept to a minimum 
in order to insure e:q}editious treatment.

stated they felt the situation .would be inmediately in5>roved. 

On April 27, 1951, results began, to. show and the number 
of flimsies returned to the FBI steadily incre'ased until, as of 
this date-, -with the exception of a few^-cases, there are only eight 
days required- bet-ween the submission of flimsies and their rettirn 
to the FBI'.
